Negro Troops Gam Honors 
While Losing Savage Battle 


By STAN SWINTON

WITH VU. S. 25TH DIVISION IN KOREA, 
Sept. 17—(#”)— American Negro infantrymen have 
fought—and lost with honor—their most savage 
battle of the Korean War. 

It was fought on one of the strangest battle- 
fields of the war—Razorback hill 15 feet wide 
covered with clouds. 

You couldn't see the tan uniformed North 


| Korean hordes until they materialized from the 


swirling mist 10 feet before you. 

The Negro infantrymen and Maj. Melvin R. 
Blair, of Abilene, Kan., their white commander, 
fought until their ammunition was exhausted— 
until Blair threw his empty .45 into the face of 
one Communist. 

A hundred moments of heroismi marked the 
battle in a sea of eerie white with the sides of 
the mountain ridge dropping 3,000 feet down 


| at a 75 degree angie. 


One North Korean—apparently without a 
gun—tackled Blair. 

Another swung his rifle down to kill the 
Major. Blair knocked the gun down against his 
leg. The bullet missed but the muzzle blast 
blew him over the ridge and 75 yards down the 
mountain. 

He crawled back up to continue fighting 
after M/Sgt. Curtis D. Pough, of 1128 Wynnton 
Road) Columbus, Ga., wheeled and cut down 
the two Reds with his automatic rifle. 

The ridge, just west of Battle Mountain, two 
miles west of Haman, was littered with at least 
125 North Korean dead at the end when the 
forty-man American rear guard, caught between 
enemy fire from both ends of the ridge, at last 
escaped down the precipitous mountain slope. 

Sunday an American task force assaulted the 
ridge, battling to recapture it. 

This is how the savage battle was fought:

What. struck us was that part of the 
story which said the men had police rec- 
ords about four pages long. Through the 
courtesy of Chief Herbert Jenkins and his 
office, we got copies of those records. 

One of them was W. C. Shumate, regis- 
tered variously as from Rivérside, Ga., 
and Chattahoochee, Ga. 

In the past three years W. C. Shumate 
has been arrested 63 times for being drunk. 
Rarely was he disorderly. He was just 
drunk. Sixty-three times it was neces- 
sary to send the patrol wagon and take 
him in. Other Police Department em- 
tgp had to book him and confine him.

Shortage of Teachers, 
Surplus of Schools 


The State Board of Education order 
freezing teacher allotment has hit Walker 
County children a severe blow, according 
to F. D. Leake, school superintendent, as 
quoted in The Walker County Messenger. 


This county had earned 203 teachers 
under the average daily attendance plan, 
but needs 220. Its allotment under the 
freeze order is 190. The county has em- 

loved 207 teachers, 17 more than the 
State allotment, but it is still 13 instructors 
short of actual need, 


The same story which outlines this 
situation lists enrollment figures by 
schools. 


The tabulation shows two large high 
schools in the county, LaFayette with 430 
students, and Rossville with 590. But it 
shows also four high schools much smaller, 
Chattanooga Valley with 101 students, 
Cedar Grove with 42, West Armuchee with 
40, and Fairyland with 38. Besides, 110 
county students are enrolled in Chicka- 
mauga, apparently an independent system. 


There are elementary schools at each 
of those places, and nine more elementary 
schools in additien. 


Not conversant with the situation in 
Walker County, we wouldn't attempt to 
say how far the county could go with 
school consolidation. Up there in the 
shadow of Lookout Mountain, the county 
is fairly rugged, topographically speaking. 
The smaller schools may be junior high 
schools. 


We merely cite Walker as another 
county with a problem—too few teachers, 
probably too many schools. 


In another instance we heard of a high 
school with only 11 in the senior class 
and two other high schools a stone's throw 
away, in terms of miodern transportation. 


With 35 students to one teacher as the 
standard ratio, it is evident that a class of 
11 is wasteful of school building, equip- 
ment and teacher time. 


Surely in cases like that consolidation 
is the answer with only inertia and false 
local pride as the deterrents.

Barnett has an FBI record four pages 
long. It includes drunkenness, larceny, 
robbery, cheating, swindling, trespassing, 
panhandling, and vagranoy. The FBI lists 
57 arrests for drunkenness in Atlanta and 
various other cities—most of them in 
Georgia and South Carolina—but a good 
20 in Washington, D. C. 

A great many more thousands of tax- 
payers’ dollars have been spent on An- 
drew Thomas Barnett. Tax money has 
brought him back to face charges in other 
cities: has fed him, tried him, and con- 
fined him. A petty thief, a drunk and 8 
panhandling bum, he will soon be out 
along with his pal to begin all over again, 
We present them because they pose a seri- 
ous problem. There are many like them. 

Police do all they can. So do the 
courts. It is obvious that society ought to 
change its laws, reorganize its system of 
institutional procedure. 

For confirmed alcoholics and petty 
criminals of this sort the “10 days or $10” 
cure is not only ineffective but expensive. 
A rehabilitation farm where these men 
would spend a year or more of time under 
the supervision of psychiatry, and where 
they would produce food and other items 
needed in their own care, and in the prison 
system generally, might of an answer. 

We use these two unfortunates to point 
out the need for a reform. of method. 


City-Owned Transit 
Systems Are Costly 


During the last two strikes of trolley 
operators in Atlanta there were demands 
that the city take over and operate the 
transit system. 

A great many citizens look upon a city- 
owned system as a cure-all for strikes and 
other ills. The union was ready to wel- 
come it. : 

The issue likely will come up again 
in the future. If it does we suggest that 
city officials look up the results of a study 
just made by the City Council of Norfolk, 
Va., into municipally owned transit sys- 
tems across the country. 

On an average, the council found, a 
city-owned transit compamy spends $1,544 
more per year to operate a bus than a pri- 
vate firm. Moreover, the private con- 
cerns show, on an average, a net profit of 
$87 per bus while the municipally owned 
companies show a deficit of $911. 

In short, city-owned transit concerns 
usually cost the taxpayers an additional 
$911 per year for each bus operated. Pri- 
vately owned transit systems not only pay 
their own way but earn an average profit 
on which taxes are paid. 

The fallacy of municipal ownership is 
shown clearly in the results of the study. 
The taxpayer is called upon to subsidize 
the municipal transit system. Operations 
and labor relations are so mingled with 
politics that the public seldom knows the 
exact costs of operations. But the riding 
public pays twice.

WASHINGTON—A famous physician once said that the most nourishing part 


of an apple is the worm. That isn't all. 


Worms are smart. Smarter than people. 


So said another famous physician, Dr. Anton J. Carison of the University of 
Chicago, in urging Congress to pass a law protecting mere human beings from 
their queer antipathy toward worms. The elderly Dr. Carison, who is one of 
the world’s leading physiologists and who has an abiding respect for bugs of all 
Varieties, put it this way: “There is a general feeling in America that an apple with a wormhole 
in it ien't fit even for a hog: so we spray our apples, the worms (he meant the intelligent worms) 


stay away, and we consume the insecticides.” 

You get the idea. People sre dopes. And not 
only in connection with applies. 

“In the days of the Roman Empire only the 
weslthy people hed white bread.” Dr. Carison 
continued. “The slaves ate the good, brown 
breed. And white bread to this day continues 
to be a social custom and a biological stupidity.” 


Worms, weevile and other brainy beasts 
equipped with 16 pairs of legs, sald he, are 
Gelighted te make a meal of whele wheat 
fleur. 


“Se we bleach it, treat it, precess MK. and 
cause the bugs te stay away and enly human 
beings eat it.” he said. That still tent all. 


For 25 years, Dr. Carlson told the statesmen 
(who rapidly werg losing their appetites for 
lunch). we treated our flour with nitrogen tri- 
chloride. This substance, known to the trade 
es agene. helped bieach it white and usually 
was applied in the form of a gas. 

Not until about three years ago, he added, 
did we get wind of the fact that a Britisher 
fed bread made with agene to dogs and they got 
fits So we stopped using agepe in our bread. 

“But we're still bleaching our flour with 
something else.” he said. And we can presume 
that the intelligent bugs are staying away from it. 

What brought on this lecture about the brain 


power of was Congress’ decision to dis- 
cover, if it could, whether any of the 700 chemi- 
cals now kneaded in and sprayed on our foods 
are harming our health. 

In general they're not. agreed Dr. Carlson 
and Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, the Federal food and 
drug commissioner. But an occasional manu- 
facturer comes up now and again with a strictly 
lethal dose. Dr. Dunbar listed a few of the more 
horrid examples. 

He made ‘em quit using mineral oil in salad 
dressings for fat people, because it stopped their 
absorption of vitamins. One Southern soda pop 
outfit was using monochioracetic acid in its syn- 
thetic orange drink. Dr. Dunbar took care of 
that after an epidemic of stomach aches. , 

Another used thiourea in a shipment of 
frozen peaches to keep them looking peachy. Dr. 


Dunbar fed some of. these to his laboratory rats; 
_ 


they died. 


Another manufacturer used antifreeze in 
his flavoring extracts; this was rough on 
rats, too, and Dr. Dunbar stopped it. even 
theagh not enough of it got inte any one 
cake te kill a human being.

Yeast—And The Roosevelt Rise 


NEW YORK—James Roosevelt, the eaglet of the dynasty, is running for the 
office of governor of California and his mother is campaigning for him. Mr. 
Roosevelt himself raised last Spring the issue of profiteering through his late 


; 


father's position as President. 


He denied that he had so exploited the presidency. 


He feferred particularly to his insurance business and was refuted by proof that 
he had previously admitted sending a wire to his father’s secretary; Miss Mar- 
guerite Le Hand, requesting that special courtesies be shown a prospective visitor who was impor- 
tant to him in a business way. Reference has been made also to his mother’s profitable activities 


during her residence in the national palace. 

Mr. Roosevelt has promised or threatened the 
people of California with a gubernatorial adminis- 
tration as like as possible unto his father's long 
presidency, including, course, the moral and 
ethical character of that fateful reign. 

Frank Bielaski, the detective who as agent of 
the OSS made the Amerasia raid and broke the 
espionage case which both the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations tried to suppress, offers 
information concerning Jimmy Roosevelt's con- 
nection with the National Grain Yeast Corpora- 
tion, of Belleville, N. J. 

Its principal owner is Frank J. Hale, an old- 
time Barbary Coast vaudeville hoofer, private 
detective and prohibition ageht. 


Testimony was given in the Senate that 
Hale left the prehibition service under a cloud 
and under pressure. He and certain associ- 
ates showed evidence of wealth. although his 
salary was small, and he has since been suc- 
cessful in the yeast business.

Meanwhile a plan for a 
picnic at the Roosevelt barony at Hyde Park for 
Hale and the yeast company’s employes was called 
off overnight following an investigation at Belle- 
ville by agents of the treasury. 

The National Grain Yeast Corporation at that 
time was waging a lawsuit against Standard 
Brands over the rights to a German patent proc- 
ess for the manufacture of yeast. National Grain 
Yeast finally won it. Jimmy has written that he 
thought National was in the right, but he said 
nothing about any activity on his part to help in 
the winning 

Mr. Bielaski certifies that George P. Ferguson, 
a New York lawyer and director of his company, 
the Research and Security Corporation, copied 
from the voluminous official court record in the 
New Jersey Federal Court a statement that Dr. 
Hans Laither, the German ambassador in Wash- 
ington, had informed his government that James 
Roosevelt had interceded with him “to take care 
in a suitable manner” of his company's interests 
when testimony was being taken in Germany. The 
company was apprehensive lest it receive a raw 
deal from two German witnesses in the German 
phase of the proceeding in Berlin because three 
of its stockholders were Jews 

The witnesscin Berlin was Professor Dr. Hav- 
duck, for whom the patent in dispute was named. 
According to Bielaski's statement, covered by his 
certificate, Hayduck stated 

“Within the last few weeks there has been 
delivered to me from this department (the Reich 
and Prussian Ministry for Sustenance and Agri- 
culture) a letter with the notation ‘for attention’ 
which was mailed from the German Embassy in 
Washington to the Foreign Office in Berlin. The 
writing was personally signed by Dr. Luther: had 
the following content in substance: ‘The son of 
the President of the United States of America, 
James Roosevelt, has called on the ambassador 
and informed him that these have been rumors 
that two evidently important witnesses for the 
defendant (National Grain Yeast) apparently re- 
fuse to testify because the defendant is considered

as a Jewish firm. James Roosevelt further ad- 
vised that he is a member of the defendant's firm 
and that he asked the ambassador to take care in 
a suitable manner that the wrong assumption 
about the defendant's firm would be corrected.’” 


Mr. Roosevelt had a right te intervene for 
any American who stood tn danger of perse- 
cution in denial of a fair trial by reasen of 
anti-Jewish bias of Nazi witnesses. That was 
admirable of him. 


But should it have been necessary for Hale 
and his associates to put Jimmy on their pay roll 
at a very large salary, his age, inexperience and 
the value of the dollar being considered, to arouse 
his sympathy for these particular subjects of the 
Nazi hatred?

An increasingly large number of persons are 
buying land in isolated spots.

That neurotic seed could not flower 
unless it fell in fertile soil. 

Americans have been accused before this of 
being a childishlivy emotional group, unwilling to 
face reality and seeking escape by every possible 
device. The present atom-fear goes even ieeper. 
It bespeaks an absence of faith in the American 
idea, in American institutions. And the indi- 
viduals who give in to it are not wholly to blame. 
There has been no real quality of leadership, no 
intelligent effort from Washington to keep the 
American people informed where we are headed 
and why. 

That Communism has a phosphorescent sur- 
face and a rotten core has not in the least 
hindered the Soviet government from making 
converts to its cause. Since the dawn of history 
human beings have been willing to die for an 
idea. But the American idea seems to be nebulous 
to the many persons who have succumbed to 
fear. There can be no antidote for it except 
a great spiritual resurgence, a crusade if you will. 
Somehow Americans must take fire from the 
fact that it is their privilege, in this century of 
the atom bomb, to stand up for the only political 
system the world has ever known that dignifies 
the individual as a creature made in the image 
of God.

Soil Conservationist 


This is the time of year to make the best 

use of the miracle vine known as kudzu. From 

) a now on until it is exhausted the kudzu will pro- 

vide the best possible grazing and will then leave a residue (Rus- 

sell Lord calls it duff) on the land which will continue to hold 
the soil against erosion and the rainfall against loss. 


Kudzu is the number one soil and water conservationist for 
open land. Trees, of course, are the best conservationists for wood- 
lots and timber-lands. When a piece of land is covered up in 
kudzu or in trees there is no further loss of soil or moisture, not 
enough to talk about, anyway. You may dismiss the erosion prob- 
lem from your mind, so far as that particular piece of land is 
concerned. 


We Forget So often we forget the extreme importance of 

protein-rich, vitamin-rich grazing for this time 
of the year. The farmer who is depending on bermuda or dallis 
grass for Fall grazing is leaning on a broken reed. The grasses 
have gone to seed and the protéin content, the vitamin content 
and the mineral content are at their lowest stage. 

This is one of the reasons why farmers are under the false 
impression that cattle won't breed im the Fall. Certainly, they 
won't breed when there is little protein, very little vitamin A 
and C left in the pasture plants from which they are expected 
to get their living. 

The dairymen have found this out. 
ered that kudzu-grazing will keep the milk pail right up to its 
Springtime level and that dependence on bermuda or dallis grass 
grazing at this time of the year doesn't work out well. These 
grasses have shot their bolt and are through until next Spring, 
except for providing filler. 

Here is another item that ought to interest the farmer with 
sorry. sloping hillsides. Kudzu makes an ideal environfment for 
a following crop of oats, rye grass or brome-rescue grass, where 
these are to be grazed. As soon as the kudzu is eaten down in the 
Fall the volunteer crop of oats. rve grass or rescue grass pops 
up through the duff and begins to provide excellent grazing along 


about February. 

To Seed The volunteer crop can be grazed until June and 
then allowed to go to seed. By August the kudzu 

has wrapped it up and the seeds are down there under the blanket 

awaiting the light to touch off the spark which starts the process 

of germination and growth. 

Kudzu isn’t necessarily the cure for all farming ills, but it will 
hold your worst epen hillsides, it will provide vital feed in the 
Fail when it is badly needed, it will provide an area for late Winter 
grazing and it will insure your livestock against drought from 
June until November. 

What more is expected from a poor relation?

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When Yank Met Yank—They Built a Scatfold 


Camp Sumter, one of the largest Con- 
federate prisons, now a national park, is 
located near Andersonville. Built to care 
for 10,000 men, more than 33,000 were 


incarcerated there at a time. Due to 
crowded conditions, shortage of food and 
medical supplies, the death rate was appali- 
ing, reaching 100 per day; 12,462 North- 
ern soldiers died during the camp's brief 
existence. A group of prisoners called the 
Raiders made bad conditions worse by 
plundering the meager belongings and slim 
rations of fellow inmates. This caused, 
the formation of the Regulators, who re- 
ceived permission from the Confederate 
commander to seize and punish leaders in 
the thefts. The six top men of the Raiders 
were tried before a court-martial of 13 
fellow prisoners, found guilty and hanged 


on a scaffold in the compound! The con- 
demned men did not believe the sentences 
would be carried out and chided their exe- 
cutioners until the . trap. door dropped. 
There was no more stealing. In August, 
1864, a severe drought practically dried up 
the water supply of the prison and the 
men were tortured with thirst. In their 
agony they held a continuous prayer meet- 
ing for 24 hours pleading for water. Next 
day heavy rain fell and when it stopped a 
new spring was pouring from the ground. 
It is called Providence Spring. After the 
war the commandant of the prison, Capt. 
Wirz, a Swiss, was taken to Washington 
and executed by the Federal Government. 
Just outside the Government reservation 
stands a tall shaft erected to the memory 
of Capt. Wirz, the donors of which were 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy.

Dangerousto Democratic Traditions 


WASHINGTON—Some tribute should be paid to the sevén Senators who stood 
up and were counted against the legislative pot pourri which started out as the 


Nixon-Wood-Mundt-Ferguson bill, 


became known afterward as the McCarran 


bill, and is variously designated as the “Communist Control” and “Internal Security” 


bill. 


They were Senators Graham (N. C.), Green (R. I.), Kefauver (Tenn.), 
Leahy (R. I.), Lehman (N. Y.), Murray (Mont.), and Taylor (Idaho). 
Democrats by party and, beyond that, Democrats with a small “d” in this instance. 


All are 
Senator Her- 


bert H. Lehman, four times governor of New York, is due special mention since he is the only 
Senator up for re-election in November who voted against this measure which contains, among its 
many provisions, some that are dangerous to our democratic tradition. 


His very courageous stand dramatizes the 
meaning of what happened in the Senate—by its 
very rarity—and what seemingly is happening in 
our country. If the Senate is a representative 
body that reflects our people, as it is said to be, 
the overwhelming majority for the bill—70—can 
only be taken as an index of the extent of the 
hysteria among our people, or among enough of 
them to make a difference election-wise. 


That is a sad commentary on the state 
of affairs, especially since the Senate is far- 
ther removed than the House from the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the moment, with its 
six-year tenure for members and only «a 
third required te face the voters every two 
years. 


The mania abroad in our land, which is so 
unlike a proud, free people, already has been 
reflected in Congress, most recently in the 
groundless and reckless charges by Senator 
Schoeppel, Republican, Kansas, against a fine 
public servant, Secretary of Interior Oscar Chap- 
man, and his associates in the Interior Depart- 
ment. Even the Senator's own Republican col- 
leagues were quick to disavow the action. Be- 
yond Congress, it has exhibited itself in numer- 
ous and fantastic ways, among them, the at- 
tempted “purge” -of radio and television enter- 
tainers and performers at the giere whim of a 
self-appointed vigilante squad. This last sorry 
episode shows how quickly in these times those 
who are guardians of a part of our heritage of 
freedom of thought and expression can bow be- 
fore the frenzy. For those who sponsor radio 
programs are endowed with responsibility also to 
preserve our traditions. They are in the keep- 
ing of all of us. 


Disillusioning, indeed, was the spectacie in 
the Senate when, like a lot of amateur cooks, our 
representatives were tossing their bits into the 
pot to fix up the McCarran legislative brew. It 
recalled, in a way, the old recipe for rabbit stew 
in which the first item is to catch a rabbit. 


Some little attention was given to the rabbit 
—-the actual saboteur and spy—upon which 
President Truman has placed chief emphasis in 
his recommendations for legislation. But many 
other provisions are found in the final product 
of the Senate cooks which infringe upon our 
fundamental rights of freedom of thought, speech, 
assembly, and person. They are so vague and 
broad that they could be used to persecute per- 
sons for unpopular beliefs, or even for progres- 


| sive inclinations, and so destroy our traditional 


tolerance for our native brand of progressivism 
which has contributed to the development of our 
democratic political philosophy and our society. 


A number of Senators who were perfectly 
aware of these dangers nevertheless rationalized 
themselves into voting finally for the measure 


because it also contained needed tightening of 
our laws against spies and saboteurs, including 
concentration camps for such in event of war. 
Senator McCarran, Democrat, Nevada, very 
adroitedly accepted this for the very purpose of 
attracting their support. 


Senators thus reconciling their votes sig- 
nified their determination te organize enough 
support to uphold an expected vete by 
President Truman, though it hardly séems 
likely a veto could be sustained, in any case, 
judging from the preponderant vote in both 
branches. 


There is a very thin hope that the bill may 
be modified sufficiently to remove its worst fea- 
tures in the Conference Committee of House and 
Senate to which it was consigned for composing 
of differences in the measuré as passed by each 
branch. This, however, seems illusory under the 
circumstances. 


Our history offers some long-term hope. In 
other such eras of repression our people always 
have risen up when such measures created, as 
they always do, not only injustice but actual 
absurdity, and have done away with them.

Most 
of the calcium is stored in the 
bones and teeth, but small 
amounts of it are always present 
in the blood, the nerves, the 
heart muscle and the involun- 
tary muscle of the artery walls 
and the involuntary muscle of 
the stomach and intestinal walls 
as well as the voluntary muscles 
of the entire body and in vari- 
ous glands and their secretions 
Although calcium is de- 
manded by animal and human 
bodies in larger percentages of 
total diet than any other nutri- 
tive element, the ordinary diet 
of ™m of us is more often de- 
ficient in calcium than in any 
other element. 


It is now pretty well. estab- 
lished that vitamin D. the 
sunshine vitamin, at least pro- 
motes a assimilation 
or utilization ef calcium, if it 


When I recommend calcium, 
either in the form of high cal- 
cium foods or as a supplement 
for the ordinary diet, I am ad- 
vocating better nutrition—better 
for everybody. I am not pre- 
scribing or suggesting medicine. 
But a good many readers in- 
sist upon regarding calcium and 
vitamin D supplement as medi- 
cine. For example: 

Reader J. M. S. asks whether 
calcium has any tendency to dry 
the blood stream. Reader M. L. 
asks whether calcium makes the 
bones of an elderly person brit- 
tle. Reader W. H. D. asks wheth- 
er taking so much calcium and 
vitamin D will not cause calcifi- 
cation of the arteries. And 
Reader M. O. L. informs me he 
has Ben Told a person is likely 
to get stone in the bladder or 
gallstones if he takes calcium 
and vitamin D for more than a 
few weeks. These are fairly 
representative of. the many 
queries from people who might 
enjoy great improvement in well 
being if they were not so blamed 
boneheaded about calcium defi- 
ciency. 


The amount of calcium I 
generally recommend as a 
supplement to the ordinary 
diet is approximately the 
amount one would get from 
three pints of milk if one 
made it a rule to consume 
three pints of milk daily. The 
amount of vitamin D I advise 
these sufferers from calcium 
deficiency te take daily along 
with the calciwm is approxi- 
mately the amount one would 
get from two teaspoonfuls of 
cod liver oil if one took cod 
liver oll every day. 


Far from “drying the blood 
stream,” “making the bones of 
an elderly person brittle,” “‘caus- 
ing calcification of the arteries” 
or causing formation of stone in 
kidney or bladder or gallstones, 
it is my firm conviction that the 
calcium and vitamin D supple- 
ment I recommend, if taken 
every day for most of the year, 
actually prevents or at least re- 
tards development of such con- 
ditions in many instances. 


I have tried to explain here 
many times that the reason why 
the bones of elderly persons are 
apt to become brittle is just the 
opposite of what most people 
(including some doctors) learned 
in their grammar school physi- 
ology class. Through the years 
there is a steady loss of calcium 
from the bones and teeth (store- 
house), from which it is ab- 
sorbed when ‘the diet fails to 
supply enough to meet the mini- 
mum requirements, and hence 
the bones become lighter and 
more brittle (osteoporosis). 

In a talk to follow we'll eng 
deavor to explain the difference 
between the calcium in’ the 
blood and in the artery and 
heart walls of vigorous young 
persons and the deposits of cal- 
careous material in heart wall 
and artery wall at a late stage 
in degeneration. At present 
suffice to say that the elasticity 
and the tone of the heart and 
arteries which maintain efficient 
circulation, depend to a great 
degree upon an adequate daily 
intake of calcium and vitamin D.

Small Fry Begin ‘Prep Training’ 
As Nursery School Season Opens 


Even at the very, very grown- 
up age of two, three and four 
years, Atlanta's little men and 
women have already started 
their “prep school” training for 
kindergarten. 

The nursery school set-up 
here, and it is one of the best in 
the country, provides the guid- 
ance which the family used to 
provide Pre-school education, 
and child development are the 
principal interests of the nursery 
schools. 

Children in the nursery age 
group know how to looka after 
themselves. They find out things 
for themselves, like feeding the 
rabbit, or cutting bright paper 
into dolis, or learning to pour 
orange juice from a pitcher. Or 
watering the schoolroom plients, 
dressing dolis or building a train 
of blocks. 


It has been inted out by 
nursery school heads that chil- 
dren who have a tendency to be 
selfish with their toys soon share 
their playthings at a nursery 
school. There is an atmosphere 
of comradeship at the schools 
Each child thinks of the others 
as his friends. They lke him 
and he likes them. They share 
likes and dislikes and they play 
together and they learn new in- 
terests together. 

Does your little darling let 
some other Mother's little 
darling get the best of him? Does 
he bully him? Here is a tip from 
the nursery school: The schools 
take the view that learning to 
stand up for one's self is am 
absolute necessity in the world 
of today. And so, if a child is 2, 
3. or even 4 he is learning how 
to fece difficulties without run- 
ning to Mama and Papa, and 
without the least being crushed 
Children learn to be systematic 
at nursery schools. Routines are 
established without scenes or 
tempests because they are jaken 
for granted and in addition, if 
all the other children are fall- 
ing in line, it stands to reason 
your little darling will march 
right along too. 

They also learn to compete 
with one another with the ulti- 
mate childish hope of excelling 
in their play. The pre-school 
child is in his formative age and 
attendance in a well concdlucted 
nursery school will do wonders 
for him, according to all leaders 
of the movement. Nursery school 
education is not unique in the 
I'nited States: it exists all over 
the world, wherever (here are 
children, but the techniques 
vary.
